CHRISTMAS 


Youth’s Companion: Ten years ago 
here were nearly two million people 
living in Petrograd. Not more than 
even other cities in the world exceed¬ 
ed it in size. Today there are per¬ 
haps six hundred thousand left; the 
deaths far outnumber the births, and 
everyone who can get out of the dying 
city does get out. Week by week the 
population dwindles. Along the Neva 
there is mile after mile of deserted 
docks. Grass grows between the pav¬ 
ing stones; only now and then do you 
ee a lonely schooner delivering a car¬ 
go of firewood from Finland, or a re¬ 
lief steamship discharging supplies 
for the famine-stricken people of the 
city. 

The streets are empty and fallen 
into disrepair. Most of the shops are 
deserted; those that pretend to be 
open have little to sell. Four houses 
out of five are abandoned. Many of 
the doors swing idly on their hinges; 
the giass in the windows is broken; 
the metal that covers many of the 
roofs has rusted or corroded. It is a 
picture of desolation and discourage¬ 
ment, or rust and ruin. The city is 
well on its way toward the destruction 
that has wasted many another rich and 
famous capital. 

The decay of Petrograd is the in¬ 
evitable result of tire overthrow of 
the Romanov dynasty. The city was 
created by the czars and apart from 
its position as the seat of their gov¬ 
ernment has little reason for existing. 
Peter the Great built it to be his 
“window looking out on Europe,” and j 
his successors made it a great capi-1 
tal. It is far from the centre of 
Russia in a bleak and inhospitable 
region. Though it has some advant¬ 
ages as a seaport during the warmer 
iart of the year, it is far inferior even 
in that respect to Riga and Libau, 
which were included in old Russia. 
Both the revolution and the Belsheviist 
uprising began in Petrograd, but after 
the czar was gone there was no pos¬ 
sible reason for keeping the seat of 
government there. Power passed at 
once to Moscow and with it the last 
chance of prosperity for Petrograd. 
An artificial metropolis from the first, 
it has suffered the unhappy fate of 
the royal house that built it and 
maintained it. 


Again we take pleasure in wishing 
our many subscribers and patrons a 
very Merry Christmas, and this not in 
the vernacular meerly, but in the 
sinceiest desire that such may be so.

It is a day of universal joy 
and thanksgiving, for rich and pool 
alike, and no matter what may be our 
condition or status in life, should be 
celebrated in a degree, and with such 
pleasure as is possible for us to com¬ 
mand. Where there’s a will there’s a 
way, and none of us are too poor or 
too weak to raise ourselves to the J 
emergency and make merry the day. 
and besides we have cause for joy. 

When Christmas dawned three 
years ago it carried a brighter pro¬ 
mise to mankind than any other 
Christmas in nineteen centuries. The 
most terrible of all wars had come to 
an end; the spiiit of tveedom had tri¬ 
umphed over the spirit of despotism 
afterythe most devastating struggle 
in history; and peace and righteous¬ 
ness seemed at last united to rule the 
world. , 

Yet two succeeding Christmases 
passed, leaving men in doubt and dis¬ 
may. Although peace had followed 
war, almost nowhere did the spirit of 
good will prevail. Nations that had 
stood together in arms became dis¬ 
trustful of one another. Bolshevism 
held in its cruel chains a great people! 
that had failed to profit by the fight | 
for freedom. Burdens of taxation, of j 
unemployment, of debt weighed heavi- j 
ly in every laird. Christmas, 1919 
and Christmas, 1920, were days when 
the fair promise of Christmas, 1918. 
lingered in the hearts of many men 
and women as a mockery. 

And now Christmas, 1921, dawns 
upon the world with a light that 
shines clearer, steadier, brighter even 
than that which shone three years 
ago. Tiie triumph of idealism cannot 
be doubted or delayed. Universal and 
lasting peace, the greatest hope of 
mankind, the thing for which genera¬ 
tions of men have longed and prayed, 
is nearer consummation .than it has 
ever been before; it may never be 
guaranteed, but there can be no ques¬ 
tion that some of the fundamental 
causes of war will be «lemoved and 
that the settlement of such questions 
as may from time to time arise out 
of such as remain is more likely to be 
accomplished by the methods of peace 
than of war, and surely Christmas, 
1921, will be the most radiant, the 
most Christian Christmas that the 
world has ever known.

The local newspaper - must always be the main¬ 
stay of any advertising campaign designed to catch 
the eye of the masses of the people—the buying public. 
By no other means can .so large a proportion of the 
best trade of the community be reached. 

The local merchant should not get this idea : 

“ Oh, my dear fellow, I cannot lay off my clerk 
without losing him; I cannot change my location 
without losing it; I cannot suspend my insurance 
without losing my protection—but advertising, that is 
different! Advertising is a faithful dog, I can kick him 
into the street whenever I feel like it and he wags his 
tail, comes back when I wAnt to wipe my feet upon 

This is not true. Advertising is not different. It 
is a great force in business and many great and many 
foolish claims are made for it, but it is not greater, not 
more powerful than any other factor of the business. If 
any good is to come from it it must be kept on the job. 

The local merchant should set aside a definite 
sum to be spent in a year. His expenditure should be 
based upon a percentage of last year’s business and he 
should spend it systematically. Don’t let the question 
of “copy” frighten him to death ; don’t let him get the 
idea that “copy” is the whole thing to advertising. To 
be sure there’s a great difference in the effectiveness 
of advertisements; hut if he-will forget all about fine 
writing or being smart and clever; if he will forget 
the big sounding, pat phrases which have been used 
so often that they mean nothing, and sit down and 
talk to the people of his community, about his store 
and his stock and his service, he will write a good ad 
without knowing it. 

Is there any good reason in the world why the 
local people should buy the merchandise he sells. Let 
him tell them the reason; and tell them again and 
keep on telling them. That’s advertising—good ad¬ 
vertising. Has he anything in stock that Mrs. Jones 
or Miss smith or Hank Brown would be interested in ? 
Let him tell them about it, and tell them about some 
thing else next week, and keep on telling them, until 
they know beyond doubt that he has just about the 
“niftiest” stock of merchandise ever brought together 
in his neck of the woods. 

That’s advertising—good advertising. 

And it will pay.

One of the lines of work in which 
the people of Western Canada show 
the keenest interest is that of plant¬ 
ing shelter-belts across prairis farms 
and around the homestead buildings 
and garden. The Dominion Forest 
Nursery Station at Indian Head has 
been distributing trees, free, for plant¬ 
ing on prairie farms since 1901. In 
the early years only a few hundred 
thousand trees per annum were dis¬ 
tributed, but for the last four or five 
years it has averaged well up to five 
millions per year and is likely to ex¬ 
ceed that in the near future. As it 
lakes v h s yeaiV r t6 grow the seerlings or 
cuttings.NtTs necessary that applica¬ 
tion be made a year in advance, but 
this is not a loss of time because it 
enables the farmer to prepare proper¬ 
ly the ground to receive the trees; and 
thorough cultivation is the secret of 
successful tree growing on the prairie. 
Mr. Norman M. Ross, Superintendent 
of the Indian Head Forest Nursery 
Station, reports an even greater in- 
tdrWft in the subject this season than 
iiVjji-evious years.

The. dinner took place in one of the 
world’s greatest hotels. The banquet¬ 
ing hall was known far and wide for 
its artistic arrangements and luxuri¬ 
ous furniture.

Take this 
tablecloth, to begin with: It is of 
most exquisite workmanship. It in¬ 
volves weaving—to go no farther 
back—bleaching, smoothing, design¬ 
ing. It is a damask linen, beautiful 
and most pleasing to the eye. I want 
to ask you a question: Is there Any¬ 
one here who knows from personal ex¬ 
perience anything about the labour in¬ 
volved ? Have any of you ever con¬ 
tributed any labour to the manu¬ 
facturing of table linen ? I am 
serious, gentlemen. If any of you 
have, I would like him to say so.” 
There was absolute silence. “I under¬ 
stand, then,” he continued, “that the 
making of such a thing is beyond your 
ken^ Let me draw your attention to 
the) samples of pottery here. Surely 
the men and women whoVgroduce sBch 
beautiful things are^gonSs. What a 
joy it must be for a man It o hold such 
a thing in his hand—complete—and 
say, ‘I made It’! Mmiy forms of 
labour are involved here, also—the 
digging of clay, the carting, fashion¬ 
ing, painting, burning, baking, and 
finishing. If there is a man here who 
has ever touched this form of labour, 
let him answer. No one! There are 
samples of the'most exquisite, and, I 
know, costly, cut glass. That also in¬ 
volves much labour and great art 
It is a unique industry in itself. I 
will not detail the process; we see the 
result, but the various form of labour 
involved are practically unknown to 
use. I would be rather surprised to 
find a man among you who had ever 
touched this industry at any angle.” 

In this way he went over the silver, 
and dwelt rather lengthily on the 
subject of mining and the life of a 
miner. Nothing escaped his notice. 
He drew attention to the carpet, and 
rugs on the floor, to the curtains and 
drapery of the great windows, to the 
mural decorations, executed by the 
greatest living mural painter. There 
was a rich fresco around the room. 
He called attention to it When he 
had gone over most of the things in 
the room he turned again to the table. 
“There are cut flowers here,” he said. 
“Most of you spent some years in the 
study of botany, but I don’t think any 
of you would undertake to give us a 
complete classification of what we see 
and enjoy on the table.” There was' 
a disposition to laugh, but he wiped 
the smile from every face around the 
table by quietly saying, ‘perhaps you 
are to be congratulated that you are 
at an age when a sense of humour 
covers a multitude of sins, but per¬ 
sonally I cannot enjoy that which 
gives me pain. I am a representative 
University man, seriously asking my¬ 
self and you whether the system we 
call education educates?”
